‘PAYING BUSINESS — 


Dublin, Noy. 15. 


Farming, which is the national industry of 
Kire, is far from being a profitable business as it 
is practised here now, according to a survey made 
by the official Central Statistics Office here. 


The survey shows that not 
only ore a great many farmers 
making a poor living out of the 
fand, but in many cases they are 
ecaming less than they have to 
Pay thelr hired labour, 


The survey covers 1,824 farms 
in all parta of the country, It 
was begun in Jonuary 1955 and 
a preliminary report bos now 
betn Issued by the Statlstics 
Office, 


Financial Results 


The report deuls with the 
financial results of the survey 
only, and matecrs such us 
volume of production ure to be 
dealt with in a further report 
which is not expected to be 
completed untll next year. 


Dy obert Geary, Director of 
the Statistics OMee, — deseribed 
the survey as the “most im- 
portant enquiry” ever under- 
taken by hls office, 

"The problem was apprunch- 
ed on the basis that agriculture 
wos an important industry, so 
Important that it ls scoreely an 
exaggeration ta say that 
nothing matters in Ireland ex- 
cept agriculture,” he sald. “The 
Inquiry might be said to signal 
the recognition of farming as oa 
business.” 

For the purpose of the survey, 
farms were divided into severul 
groups, according to size: five to 
16 seres; 16 to 30 acres; 30 to 50 
acres; 50 to 100 acres; 100 to 
200 acres; and 200 acres and 
over, Farms of Ave to 16 acres 
were regarded as "poor' farms; 
those of 15 to 30 ucres as 
“average” farms; and those of 
30 to 50 ocres os “good” farms. 

During the period of the 
survey, furm accounts were 
kept by the Survey oMeccrs in 
respect of each farm surveyed 
and the farmers themselves 
were not asked to keep the ac- 
counts, In view of the results, it 
4s worth noting that the survey 
covered the period 1955/56 
which was the best year for 


farmers ever recorded in Elre.

In “poor” farms it was found 
that $9 hed an {ncome of under 
£10 an ocre for — distribution 
between the family and the 
hired Iabour.

In the case of “average” farms, 
119 had o labour and family 
Income of under £10 on cere: 
129 farms hag 210 to £14 an 
acre;and 150 had £14 and over. 

In the “good” 30 to 50 acre 
class, 160 farms had o labour 
and family Income of under £10

over, 

On an tndividual farm basis, 
family Incomes are shown to 
range from an average loss of 
£145 per farm on 37 “poor” 
furms to an avernge point of 
£1,815 sterling per farm on 45 
“good" farms, The best farms in 
the over 200 acres group had 
avernge = fumily incomes of 
£1,815 but this had to be shared 
by 1.85 unkts of “family” Jabour, 
(A labour unit was regarded as 
an adult working for 52 weeks. 
Child Inbour was treated os a 
fraction of the labour  umit), 
These farms had invested an 
average of about £6,000 on 
crops, LUvestocls and machinery. 
If to this Investment, were ad 
ed the value of the land and 
buildings, the total investment 
would be more than £12,000. 


General Conclusions

The {amily income on these 
farms was therefore about 17 
per cent of investment. [f family 
workers were paid labourers’ 
wages, the return to the farm- 
er for his capital and manage- 
ment on these farms would be 
about eleven per cent. 

All the farms in all the classes 
appear to be mixed farms with 
crops, catile, dairy produce, pigs, 
poultry and eggs, sheep and 
woul, 

Some general conclusions to 
be seen in the report show thet 
on farms of between 50 and 100 
acres, the earnings for cach 
member of the family who 
works on the farm come to only 
£319 a year or about £0 a 
week, Even on farms of over 200 
acres, the’ incomes of individual 
working members of the family 
come to only £489 a year,. or 
about £9 10s o week. In many 
cases, this resents a capital 
outlay of up to £18,000. 

The report shows that on the 
farms where the lowest income 
per acre is carned, rearing and 
feeding of cattle appeara to be 
regarded by the farmers ns the 
most Important part of their 
work, On the other hand, on the 
farms which: are tg most 
per acre, cattle are secondary to 
crops and dairy produce, g 


Poor Living 


Commenting on the report. 
the Irish Independent, a large- 
eireulation, politically indepen- 
dent, newspaper, says that not 
only does it prove that the large 
majority of farmers are making 
a poor living trom thelr forma, 
but it also shows that many of 
them are living on a smaller 
wago than they have to pay by 
law to thelr farm workers. 

The newspaper's Agricultural 
Correspondent wrote: “It also 
showa that the real reason for 
the ‘flight from tho land’ is not 
that the men ond women of rural 
Ireland aro tempted to leave the 
country by ‘the amenities and 
amusements of city Ufe, but that 
they are belng foreed to leave 
the Tand because In many cases 
it is only giving them something 
better than o pauper’s existence.”
